That ‘Darling!’ 


Tallulah Bankhead is interna- 
tionally-famous as an actress, 
and almost as famous for her 
habit of addressing everyone she 
meets as “darling” or, since she 
does it with a tremendous South- 
ern accent, “dahling!” (empha- 
sis on the first syllable, please!) 

Currently, at the .....- Thea- 
tre, Miss Bankhead and lovely 
Stefanie Powers are starred in 
“Die! Die! My Darling!”, a Co- 
lumbia Pictures release in color. 
The macabre drama presents the 
ineffable Tallulah as a murderous 
maniac; Miss Power as “the 
darling” of the title.

The outcome was the estab- 
lishment of a home for these 
children, all aged between 2 and 
11 years, under the direction of 
Azzena. There is now a plan to 
form a Foundation, to ensure 
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their welfare over the long-term, 
and to this work Stefanie devotes 
her time and resources. “The 
Rome project is of immense im- 
portance to me,” she says. “I 
have an enormous family life of 
my own, tremendous ‘together- 
ness’ with brothers and cousins, 
uncles and aunts. These kids in 
Rome haven’t. I want to help put 
that right.” 

At 21, Stefanie Powers has 
made seven films; her dancing, 
while in high school, led to her 
screen career. She was tested 
for a role in “West Side Story,” 
and signed for the lead in her 
first film, “Among The Thorns.” 
Since then she has appeared in 
“Tammy Tell Me True,” “Ex- 
periment in Terror,” “The In- 
terns,” “McClintock,” “The NEW 
Interns” and “Love Has Many 
Faces.”

Review 


A chilling essay in stark fear, 
“Die! Die! My Darling!” returns 
Tallulah Bankhead to the screen 
in a role unlike any she has ever 
played before and—as has been 
true of all Miss Bankhead’s stage 
and screen performances—it is a 
breathless example of brilliant 
characterization. As an aging 
fanatic determined on murder, 
Miss Bankhead is superb. 

Lovely Stefanie Powers also 
stars in the suspenseful Hammer 
production, a Columbia Pictures 
release in color which opened 
yesterday at the...... Theatre. 
She is “the darling” of the title, 
the girl slated for death, after 
her soul has been “purified” and 
she has been “cleansed” of all 
worldliness by the redoubtable 
fanatic. This will permit Miss 
Powers to enter the hereafter fit 
to marry the madwoman’s dead 
son. 

The film’s story line is terri- 
fyingly simple. Her mind un- 
hinged by the tragic death of her 
son, a woman tortured by hatred 
and the urge to kill, holds a 
young girl prisoner in her sinis- 
ter country house. With the help 
of the old woman’s eager serv- 
ants, the girl is steadily driven 
from disbelief to hysteria, from 
hysteria to the edge of insanity.

Have a radio tuned to the station, 
playing in the lobby, with a poster plug- 
ging the show and telling prospective 
patrons they will be awarded guest ad- 
missions if they happen to be purchasing 
a ticket whenever a scream is broadcast 
by the coopeerating disc jockey; he also 
makes the announcement. 
e Another deejay-promoted stunt would 
be to have girls compete in a broadcast 
contest to find the best screamer in town. 
Applicants can be tested at the theatre 
with finalists vieing on a broadcast. 
Write-in votes might be used to select 
winners. 


LOOK-ALIKES 


Lovely Stefanie Powers, one of the fastest 
rising stars in motion pictures, is pictured in 
Still Nos. 97, 98 and 99. Use her portrait as 
the basis of a look-alike contest, with local 
girls bearing a resemblance to the star win- 
ning guest tickets to the picture. The stunt 
may be worked in a number of ways: through 
the cooperation of a newspaper conducting 
it, via a TV show or at the theatre, with girl 
entrants submitting their photos. A photog- 
rapher might be on hand to take Polaroid 
shots of girls, if desired. Make a life-size en- 
largement of Miss Powers’ portrait for a 
lobby board, imprint contest information, 
and post prominently a week in advance of 
your ''Die! Die! My Darling!" playdate. 


Put a Pair of Scissors to Work!

named Darling coming to the theatre boxoffice opening day will be welcomed as our guests 
to see the picture. Please bring some proof of your name when you come to see ‘Die! Die! 
My Darling!" And remember: it's used in the title as a noun; not as a proper name! 


‘RESCUE’ IMPRISONED ‘DARLING!’ 


Stefanie Power's imprisonment by Tallulah Bankhead in ''Die! Die! My Darling!’ can be the 
basis of an attention-getting exploitation stunt, permitting considerable newspaper, radio 


and television coverage: 


Simply chain an attractive girl to a chair in theatre lobby, using a combination lock to be 
opened by patrons, each of whom will have one minute to try to release the girl. During her 
"imprisonment, the girl could be interviewed, and provided with food and drink by a co- 
operating restaurant. If a large enough cage is available, the young lady might be locked in 
for specified time periods, with the combination lock on the door.
